The Progress dislikes to sermonize, moralize and become 
a common scold, and yet, its duty to point out whatever lessons 
we are to learn from street accidents is quite plain, so here 
goes.The recording of the first encounter here of the present 
school year between a youthful scholar and the wheels of an 
automobile, as told in the columns of this paper, brings forci- 
bly to the attention of both parents and autoists the necessity. 
of the "safety first" movement among school children and 
autoists alike. 
Great railroad systems and factories have found that the 


principles of "safety first" apply to their organizations with 
amazing fruitfulness.

Now that school has again taken up, and 
thousands of children in Clearfield daily cross to and fro on 
street corners and near school yards, automobile drivers should 
exercise extraordinary vigilance when operating their machines 
in the neighborhood of school buildings, ortcrossings frequent- 
ed by the younger generation.
